W hen about opposite Lake City 
the boat began to feel the effect* of the 
storm.

The boat m om entarily ran onto a bar and 
; the barge was cut loose, and the steam er 
again set adrift in the lake.

As the barge also floated again into the deep 
water, those on the barge saw the steamer 
as it wee carried helplessly out into the 
m iddle of the lake, and as they were being 
tossed about on the raging water*, they 
were horrified a m om ent later to observe 
the steam er capsize and its cargo of 130 
people precipitated into the lake. 
As soou as the storm began to abate, and 
in half an hour lights wereoliserved flitting 
alxiut on the pier at Lake City, opposite 
which |>oint the upturned steamer had now 
been driven before help could reach them . 
However, the poor creatures who yet re­ 
m ained to tell the horrors of the night were 
again subm itted to another 
battle with TUZ elements.

The two shipping bills passed the senate 
by nearly a party vote. 
Senators Vest and

The women of g ray antiq uity 
knew how to g ive their cheeks the 
rosy hue which nature had denied 
them. In Ninevah the practice of en­ 
ameling was q uite common. 
The 
skin was made sm ooth and clean 
with pumice stone, and then covered 
with a |ayer of white chemical pre­ 
parations. 
A toilet casefound in the 
ruins of Thebes contained a whole 
arsenal of little bottles full of perfum­ 
eries and complexion medicines. The 
women of Athens painted themselves 
with white lead and vcrmillion. 
The 
poet Ovid describes various paints 
which were used by the Homan m a­ 
trons, and complained th a t the wom­ 
en 
tried to im itate with cosmetics 
the rosy complexion which health 
alone could g ive. He also spoke of 
•the deceitful pallor lent to their 
cheeks by white lead, and of curious 
m ethods they had of beautifying 
their eyes. 
Ag ain he mentions th a t 
a pale face was a necessity for every 
woman who aspired t o ‘ g ood form.” 
Pliny speaks of a concoction of Hour 
of peas and barley, eg g s, hartshorn, 
etc., which fashionable women in 
Home wore on their faces all nig ht 
and p art of the day for the purpose 
of dealing their skins. The custom 
of painting the face was broug ht to 
Gaul and Germany by the Homans. 
A few centuries later 100 different 
salves for the complexion were sold 
in the German m arket. 
In modern 
times France has been the g reat 
m anufacturer nnd consumer of cos­ 
metics. In Eng land, too, the use of 
them haa been g eneral. In 1579 the 
Eng lish Parliam ent found it expedi­ 
ent to consider a bill to theeffect th at 
“all women, w ithout distinction as 
to ag e or rank, maidens as well ns 
widows, who should d« reive the male 
subjects of bis Majesty, and mislead 
into m arriag e by means of paint, !

The same care is noted in German 
aud Austrian ach bol-grounds, where 
the classes often meet around some 
plant or bed to observe how a detail 
from their numlier proceeds in plant­ 
ing, and in twelve years' experience in 
American schools one teacher found 
all tendency to vandalism am ong 
plants soon banished by the interest, 
easilyjexcited, and the lessons, of such 
evident usefulness, and which aid 
rather than detract from the book- 
lessons.—N. Y. Tribune.

Of all who gave themselves up to 
the chronological still]ies, the man 
who exerted the m ost powerful influ­ 
ence upon the dom inant nations of 
christendom was Archbishop Caber. 
Iii 1650 he published his “ Annals of 
the ancient and new testam en ts/’ 
and it at once liecame the greatest 
authority’ for all English-speaking 
peoples. 
Usher was a man of deep 
and wide theological learning, pow­ 
erful in controversy: and his careful 
conclusion, after y’ears of the m ost 
profound study of the Hebrew script­ 
ures, was that man was created 4004 
years before the christian era. 
His 
verdict was widely received as final; 
his dates were inserted in the mar­ 
gins of the authorized version of the 
English billie, and were soon prac­ 
tically regarded as equnliy’ inspired 
with the sacred text itself; to qu**s- 
tion them seriously was to risk pre­ 
ferment in the church and reputation 
in the world at large. 
The same adhesion to the Hebrew 
scriptures which had influenced Ush­ 
er brought leading men of the older 
church to the same view; men who 
would have burned each other at the 
stake for their differences on other 
points agreed on this: 
Melanchthon 
and T ostatus, Lightfoot and Jansen, 
Salmeron and Sealiger, Beta vias and 
Kepler, inquisitors and reformers, 
Jesuits Jansenists, priests and 
rab­ 
bis, stood together in the belief that 
the creation of man was proved by 
scripture to have taken place be­ 
tween 3,900 and 4,004 years before 
Christ.—Andrew D.

Trees were blown 
down in all parts of the city, a num­ 
ber of chimneys were blown over and 
quite a good many windows broken. 
The front of Alderman McNaughton’s 
blacksmith shop was blown off, and 
the electric 
light apparatus was 
damaged to such an ex tent as to pre­ 
vent its use for several nights. 
The 
fall of rain daring the storm was very 
heavy. 
On Wednesday afternoon 
occurred one of the most severe storms 
ever ex perienced in this part of the 
country. A high wind prevailed and 
rain fell in sheets, flooding the streets 
and a good many cellars about the 
city. The electrical display was un­ 
usually severe, lightning striking in 
several places, causing one death and 
some destruction of property. Quite 
a little damage was done by the w’ind, 
the tin roof of the depot being blown 
off, and a large plate glass window in 
D. M. Clark A C.’s hardware store be­ 
ing broken. This stonn was entirely 
too severe for comfort, and we have 
no desire for a re-occurrence. 


Claims Several Victims From Among 
Hramerd Citizens the Past Week. 


A Young Girls Remarkable Presenti­ 
ment of Approaching Death. 
On Monday evening, July 14th, at 
his residence in East Brainerd, Wm. 
Canan, one of tho old pioneer settlers 
of this city, died of general debility, 
the immediate cause of his death be­ 
ing heart failure.

Owing to his long resi­ 
dence here he was universally known, 
and it is no faint praise of his Holde­ 
n s of character to say that he had 
the respect and esteem of all who 
knew him. 
He was a member of St. 
Francis Catholic church, at which 
place the funeral services were held 
on Wednesday morning at 11 o’clock, 
the Rev. Father Lawler conducting 
the last sad rites. The remains were 
buried in Evergreen cemetery, and 
were followed to tboir last resting 
place by a large concourse of friends, 
the shops shutting down tho morning 
of the funeral, that all his fellow 
workingmen might attend. Ho haves 
a wife and eight children, four sons 
and four daughters, all grown, to 
mourn his loss.

last. She was in the best of health 
when first seized with the idea of im­ 
pending death, and continued well 
and healthv, and apparently in good 
spirits until Thursday.

Her remains were 
shipped to Battle Lake, Minn., her 
former home, for burial.

The building was nearly emp­ 
ty, containing only a few patterns 
which were all burned.

A. Hunt, of Bay 
Lake, was brought to the Sanitarium 
in this city, for treatment of injuries 
received by the explosion of a Win­ 
chester cartridge. 
He is a son of G. 
A. Hunt, of Bay Lake, and was trying 
to force the cartridge into place in 
the gun when the explosion occurred. 
He was severely burnt about the face, 
and his eye-sight badly injured, if not 
entirely destroyed. 


About twenty members of White

city. St. Cloud lodge contains among 
its members many of the most promi­ 
nent and influental citizens of that 
thriving little city, and there is no 
reason in th** world why it should not 
in a short time be one of the most in­ 
fluential lodges in the state.

He is a bold, bad 
Injun, and all the rest of the Indians 
are afraid of him. 
He has nearly 
killed several of them, and a couple 
of years ago he cut off the nose of a 
squaw who offended him. The author­ 
ities have been looking for him for 
some time, but have been unable to 
find him. 
He came into town on a 
load of blueberries, aud was instantly 
siezed by the marshal, who happened 
to be in the city, and jailed. 
He was 
taken to Detroit for examination be­ 
fore the U. S. Commissioner yester­ 
day. 


Two unusually severe wind and 
thunder storms have visited Brainerd 
the past week. 
The first one occurred 
last Saturday night, and did quite a 
little damage. 
Trees were blown 
down in all parts of the city, a num­ 
ber of chimneys were blown over and 
quite a good many window’s broken. 
The front of Alderman McNaughton’s 
blacksmith shop was blown off, and 
the electric 
light apparatus 
was 
damaged to such an extent as to pre­ 
vent its use for several nights. 
The 
fall of rain during the storm was very 
heavy. 
On Wednesday afternoon 
occurred one of the most severe storms 
ever experienced in this part of the 
country. 
A high w’ind prevailed and 
rain fell in sheets, flooding the streets 
and a good many cellars about the 
city. 
The electrical display was un­ 
usually severe, lightning striking in 
several places, causing one death and 
some destruction of property. 
Quite 
a little damage was done by the wind, 
the tin roof of the depot being blown 
off, and a large plate glass window in 
D. M. Clark Sc C.’s hardware store be­ 
ing broken. 
This storm was entirely 
too severe for comfort, and we have 
no desire for a re-occurrence. 


A Young Girls Remarkable Presenti­ 
ment of Approaching Beath. 
On Monday evening, July 14th, at 
his residence in East Brainerd, Wm. 
Canan, one of the old pioneer settlers 
of this city, died of general debility, 
the immediate cause of his death be­ 
ing heart failure. 
Sir. Canan was a 
man about 57 years of age, and 
generally enjoyed good health until 
j last winter, when ho was taken iii 
with la grippe, which finally developed 
into pneumonia. 
After a hard fight 
with this dread disease, Mr. Canun 
recovered sufficiently to walk out and 
again do light manual labor, although 
every few days he would have attacks 
of sickness more or less severe. About 
four weeks ago ho was again taken 
seriously ill, since which time he has 
failed gradually, until death relieved 
him of his sufferings on Monday. 
The deceased has been a resident 
of this city for many years, all of 
which time he has been in the employ 
of the N. P. railroad company as a 
machinist. 
Owing to his long resi­ 
dence here he was universally known, 
aud it is no faint praise of his noble­ 
ness of character to say that he had 
tho respect and esteem of all who 
knew him. 
He was a member of St. 
Francis Catholic church, at which 
place tho funeral services were held 
on Wednesday morning at l l o’clock, 
the Rev. Father Lawler conducting 
the last sad rites. 
The remains were 
buried iii Evergreen cemetery, and 
were followed to their last resting 
place by a large concourse of friends, 
the shops shutting down the morning 
of the funeral, that nil his fellow 
workingmen might attend. He leaves 
a wife and eight children, four sons 
and four daughters, all grown, to 
mourn his loss.

firm of C. A. Walker Sc Co., died at 
tho residence of her father, on Ninth 
street south, of inflammation of the 
bowels. 
She was a young girl about 
17 years of 
Eige, 
and 
had been 
sick only a few days, havmg taken to 
her bed on Thursday, and Monday 
she died. 
A most remarkable pre­ 
sentiment of death occurred in con­ 
nection with the demise of this young 
lady. 
About b ix months ago, so we 
are informed by one c rnversant with 
the facts in the case, Miss Rustad told 
her mother that she was going to die, 
and asked her mother for money to 
buy material to make a burial robe 
for herself, and suitable mourning 
clothes for the ladies of the family to 
wear at the funeral. 
Tho mother 
tried to drive the ideas of death out 
of the girl’s mind, and quieted the 
girl’s request for money to buy ma­ 
terial for burial clothes, by saying 
she did not have any. 
The girl then 
informed her mother she had saved 
some money and said she would use 
that, which she did, and proceeded to 
make mourning garments for all of 
the family, all of which she had 
finished, except the burial robe for 
herself, on which she was working 
when she was taken ill on Thursday 
last. 
She was in the best of health 
when first seized with the idea of im­ 
pending death, and continued well 
and healthy, and apparently in good 
spirits until Thursday. 
It is indeed 
a strange case and is exciting con­ 
siderable interest. 
Her remains were 
shipped to Battle Lake, Minn., her 
former home, for burial. 


On Wednesday, July 9th, Ole E.

He was a bright, in­ 
telligent yonng lad, the pride of his 
parents, who are nearly wild with 
grief over his violent death.

funeral services took place yesterday 
morning, the Rev. Father Lawler, of 
St. Francis Catholic church, officiat­ 
ing. 
The grief stricken parents have 
the sympathy of the entire community 
in their affliction.

W hat will probably prove to be the most 
disastrous cyclone th at has ever struck this 
com m unity passed over this city at 9 o ’clock 
to-night, inflicting the loss of life o f per­ 
haps 100 or 200 people ami dam aging p ro p ­ 
erty to an extent th at at this w riting cannot 
be estim ated. 
Y our correspondent was vis­ 
iting friends in Lake City and was sitting 
in the yard, when w hat appeared to be an 
ordinary electric storm was noticed com ing 
up from the west. 
In half an hour the 
whole 
heavens 
were 
converted 
into 
a 
com plete 
canopy 
o f 
lightning, 
which 
was 
w atched 
w ith 
interest 
by the brave citizens o f tlie little village, 
and w ith fear by the tim id women and 
children. 
A little before dark 


a terrific wind 
struck the com m unity, and your reporter 
sought the shelter of the house just in tim e 
to escape being caught under a huge tree 
th at came crashing down against the house. 
People began to gather on the streets and 
in a few m om enta the news was scattered 
abroad th a t an excursion boat with over 
200 j>eople ou it 


was capsized 
in the m iddle of Lake Pepin. 
The t>oat 
proved to be the steam er 8ca W ing, w hich 
came down tlie lake from D iam ond Bluff, 
a sm all place about seventeen m iles north 
of here, on an excursion to the encam p­ 
m ent of the First regim ent, N. G. S. M., 
which is being held a m ile below this city. 
The iK»at was crowded to it* fullest capac­ 
ity, about 150 men, women and children 
from Red W ing and D iam ond B luff being 
on lxjarcl and a>»out 
fifty people on a 
barge w hich was attached to the side o f the 
steamer. 
W hen about opposite Lake City 
the boat began to feel the effect* of the 
Btorm. 
But the officers kept on their way.

people precipitated into the lake.

Ophelia is inad in fact, Hamlet 
but in crafty and to make the mad­ 
ness of both a reality would be to 
duplicate types, a fault the genius of 
the great dramatist could not allow 
him to commit. 
Melancholy indeed 
he is, but not mad, nor is he thought 
so by any about him. He is on one 
of the approaches to the insane state, 
but no farther on the way than is 
necessary to give color to the change 
when made, and not far enough lor 
the king to connect it with his fath­ 
er's death. 
What can be more con­

T e a c h Love of Leaves. 
A simple yet effective way of saving 
the trees which should adorn our 
landscape, would be to teach children 
in the public schools to respect and 
preserve the leaves and shoots of the 
shrubs, vines and other plants plant­ 
ed as ornament or shelter in the 
school grounds. We have here large 
schools 
with 
but narrow play­ 
grounds: yet after a talk to the little 
onesontlie nature and uses of leaves 
and trees by the principal, and after 
they found that he cared for them, 
they began to care, too, and it was a 
beautiful thing and a fine tribute to 
the teacher to see how safe the little 
vines and plants remained all the 
season in ground beaten bare and 
hard by hundreds of rushing feet. 
The same care is noted in German 
and Austrian school-grounds, where 
the classes often meet around some 
plant or bed to observe how a detail 
from their numlier proceeds in plant­ 
ing, and in twelve years’ experience in 
American schools one teacher found 
all tendency to vandalism among 
plants soon banished by the interest, 
easilyjexcited, and the lessons, of such 
evident usefulness, and which aid 
rather than detract from the book* 
lessons.—X. Y. Tribune. 


P ain tin g th e Face, 


7com the Berlin Courier. 
The art of beautifying the com­ 
plexion by artificial means is very 
old. The women of gray antiquity 
knew how to give their cheeks the 
rosy hue which nature had denied 
them. In Ninevah the practice of en­ 
ameling was quite common. 
The 
skin was made smooth and clean 
with pumice stone, and then covered 
with a jayer of white chemical pre­ 
parations. A toilet case found in the 
ruins of Thebes contained a whole 
arsenal of little bottles full of perfum­ 
eries and complexion medicines. The 
women of Athens painted themselves 
with white lead and vormillion. 
The 
poet Ovid describes various paints 
which were used by the Homan ma­ 
trons, and complained that the wom­ 
en 
tried to imitate with cosmetics 
the rosy complexion which health 
alone could give. 
He also spoke of 
•the deceitful pallor lent to their 
cheeks by white lead, and of curious 
methods they had of beautifying 
their eyes. Again he mentions that 
a pale face was a necessity for every 
woman who aspired to “good form.” 
Pliny speaks of a concoction of flour 
of peas and barley, eggs, hartshorn, 
etc., which fashionable women in 
Rome wore on their faces all night 
and part of the day for the purpose 
of clearing their skins. The custom 
of painting the face was brought to 
Gaul and Germany by tiie Romans. 
A few centuries later 100 different 
salves for the complexion were sold 
in the German market. In modern 
times France has been the great 
manufacturer and consumer of cos­ 
metics. In England, too. the use of 
them has been general. In 1579 the 
English Parliament found itexpedi- 
ent to consider a bill totheeflect that 
“all women, without distinction as 
to age or rank, maidens as well as 
widows, who should deceive the male 
subjects of bis Majesty, and mislead 
into marriage by means of paint, 
salve, beauty water, false teeth,false 
Spanish wool, corsets or padded hips, 
should be punished under the pro­ 
visions of the law against socery, 
and the marriage should be declared 
null.” A German statistician, who 
has accurate data concerning the 
use of cosmetics throughout t he civil­ 
ized world, estimates that the money 
which American women pay every 
year for cosmetics would pay for the 
painting of 37,000 houses at an ex­ 
pense of §75 ]>er house.

T h e D a te of th e C re a tio n of 
A d am . 
Of all who gave themselves up to 
the chronological studies, the man 
who exerted the most powerful influ­ 
ence upon the dominant nations ol 
Christendom was Archbishop Fsher. 
In 1G50 he published his “Annals of 
the ancient and new testaments,” 
and it at once liecarne the greatest 
authority for all English-speaking 
peoples. Fsher was a man of de<fp 
and w ide theological learning, pow­ 
erful in controversy: and his careful 
conclusion, after years of the most 
profound study of the Hebrew script­ 
ures, was that man was created 4004 
years before the Christian era. 
His 
verdict was widely received as final; 
his dates were inserted in the mar­ 
gins of the authorized version of the 
English bible, and were soon prac­ 
tically regarded as equally inspired 
with the sacred text itself; to qu**s- 
tion them seriously was to risk pre­ 
ferment in the church and reputation 
in the world at large. 
The same adhesion to the Hebrew 
scriptures wiiich had influenced 1 sli­ 
er brought leading men of the older 
church to the same view; men who 
would have burned each other at the 
stake for their differences on other 
points agreed on this: Melanchthon 
and Tostatus, Lightfoot and Jansen, 
Salmeron and Scaliger, I’etaviusand 
Kepler, inquisitors and reformers, 
Jesuits Jansenists, priests and rab­ 
bis, stood together in the belief that 
the creation of man was proved by 
scripture to have taken place be­ 
tween 4,900 nnd 4,004 years before 
Christ.—Andrew D. 
White in the 
Popular Science Monthly.

One of the most remarkable pro­ 
ducts of French ingenuity, at the 
present time, is a fibrous substance 
called cellulose, and which, by some 
secret mechanical process, is obtained 
from the ordinary cocoauut husk. 
When compressed its specific gravity 
is far less than that of a cork—it is 
claimed, indeed, that it is the lightest 
solid known, and, therefore, of pecu­ 
liar value for life belts and the mat­ 
tresses while in large quantities its 
buoyancy would render a large ves­ 
sel absolutely non-sinkable. It is 
adapted to the filling of compart­ 
ments in a ship’s side, in this way 
serving to prevent water entering 
through a hole made by a projectile 
or rock, for the simple reason that j 
the instant the water enters the cellu 
lose is expanded by it to an impene­ 
trable tightness; it does not decay or 
emit any odor, and has been packed 
in a ship’s compartments without 
undergoing change of any descrip­ 
tion. If, too, a mass of thiscellulcse 
be penetrated by a projecetile it will 
not be ignited by the friction.

On Monday evening, July 14th, at 
his residence in East Brainerd, Wm. 
Canan, one of the old pioneer settlers 
of this city, died of general debility, 
the immediate cause of his death be­ 
ing heart failure.

She was in the best of health 
when first seized with the idea of im­ 
pending death, and continued well 
and healthv, and apparently in good 
spirits until Thursday.

Her remains were 
shipped to Battle Lake, Minn., her 
former home, for burial.
